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The Pass of Llanberis. This is perhaps the most famous 
mountain pass in Great Britain. Its magnificent defile is 
overhung on each side by precipices two thousand feet 
high: and though a treeless tract, was once thickly 
overgrown (according to Leland) with large and venerable 
oak trees. The cliffs here are scattered with glaciated 
rocks. 
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
